Proin the Kinsley, Kansas, Mercury 
we copy the following editorial, which 
is a sad indication of the hard times 
which the people of western Kansas 
ha \e for years suffered. 
The cause of 
the troub le is lack of rain fall suffic- 
j ient to raise crops, and the people did 
not make 
tha t discovery until they 
had lost all they had in that desert. 
The merchant says: 
The county commissioners of Lane 
county have formally declared that 
county insolvent and refused to pay 
further interest on their b onded deb t, 
which amounts*to $125,000, 
They say 
that non-resident land owners have 
wholly ceased to pay taxes. 
T he coun­ 
ty lias b id in their land at tax sales, 
b ut of course realizes nothing from that. 
The county is simply unab le 
to carry 
its b urden any longer. 
Many other 
counties in the west are approaching 
or 
have already 
reached that point 
Take, for instance, the city of Scott 
City, which has an assessed valuation 
! of $27,000 andja debt of $60,000; 
Leoti 
is even 
worse off; Cimarron has long 
ago laid down on its city deb t. 
Nearly 
every c oun ty 's e a t in western KansaH 
ha.* a deb t larger than the value of its 
property. 
Of course such a deb t can­ 
not b e paid. 
It is useless to talk ab out 
the honesty of repudiation. 
W hen 
you have got taxation ab ove the rental 
value of property, tax paying will stop. 
Counties and cities have no vva,y of 
raising money except b y taxation and 
when tax paying stops the corporation 
can no longer pay. 
The 
sensib le 
thing, then, is for the deb tor and 
creditor 
to got together, scale the 
deb t 
to 
where 
the 
municipality 
can pay interest on 
it at a reason­ 
ab le rate and start fresh. 
W e are cot 
in favor of total repudiation. 
Even 
j where the b onds, owing 
to 
some 
j technicality, might b e b eaten in tin* 


1 courts wo a *«- still jn favor of paying if 


1 the creditors will meet us half way. 
In this county there is little doub t that 
a large portion of our I onded deb t can 
b e unnulled in the courts. 
W e are not 
in favor of doing this if the b old ers 
will give us 
a living rate of interest 
that w e can meet, 
T hree per cent is, 
in effect, as high a rate of interest a» 
was six per cent when our b onds were 
voted. 
It is hard to pay and will b uy 
as much when paid. 
We can pay 
three per cent and carry our deb t to a 
time when increased population will 
enab le us to lay aside a sinking fund 
that will 
eventually pay 
the deb t. 
W hat is needed is concerted action 
with a stern purpose b ack of it to lay 
down if the eastern holders of these 
b onds cannot b e made to realize that 
they must yield something or lo*o the 
whole deb t. 
The relief t ha t a re* 
duetion of our interest rate would 
afford in the way of taxation would b e 
most important at this time. 
Dig! t 
now when there is repudiation all 
round us, 
when the holders of our 
b onds are b eginning to tremb le for 
their security, is a good time to strike 
for a decent rate of interest

Something can b e done b y good laws: 
more can b e done b y honest adminis­ 
tration of the laws; b ut most of all can 
b e done b y frowning resolutely upon 
the preachers of vague discontent; and 
b y upholding the true doctrine of self- 
reliance, self-help, and self-mastery. 
This doctrine sets forth many thing-. 
Among them is the fact tha t though a 
man can occasionally b o helped when 
he stumb les, yet that it is useless to 
try to carry him when he will not or; 
cannot walk; and worse than useless to 
try to b ring down the work and reward 
of the thrifty arid intelligent to t he 1 
level of the capacity of the weak, the 
shiftless, and the idle. 
It further 
shows that the maudlin philanthropist 
and 
thf 
maudlin sentimentalist are 
almost as noxious as the demagogue 
and that It is even more necessary to 
temper mercy with justice than justice 
with in jrey. 
The worst lesson tha t can he taught 
a man iw to rely upon others and to 
whine over his sufferings. 
if 
an 
American i* to amount to anything he 
must rely upon himself, and not upon 
the state; he must take pride in his 
own work, instead of sitting idle to 
envy the luck of others; ho must face 
life with resolute courage, win victory 
if he can, and accept defeat if he must, 
without seeking to place on his fcllow- 
mon a responsib ility which 
is 
not
